rhe Mayo Experiment 

For more than a month North 
Mayo has been the scene of an 
interesting experiment in trans-. 
port. Its results, and the “ re: 
actions’? that it has provoked, 
are described in two articles, “f 
which the first appeared ot 
Monday, while the second may be 
found in to-day’s issue. Early ‘n 
December the Great. Southern 
Railways Company was entrusted 
with a complete monopoly vf. 
goods Besson by road—it 
already possessed a monopoly nf 
passenger “transport—in North 
Mayo. Before the experiment, 
according to our reporter, the aréa 
‘was served “by approximately 
eighty lorries and vaná, which | 
provided an efficient, but 
irregular, service. At present the 
work is done by fifteen G.S.R. 
lorries and about twenty private 
lorties which have been exempted 
from the getieral ban, and co- 
operate with the ‘recogitised ad- 
ministrators;. Eleven regular ser- 
vices ‘have been established in 
place of an-unstated ‘number that |. 
pieviously existed ; some of them | 
run daily, others on two or three 
days in the week ; all start at 
fixed times. The cost of carriage 
is from ten to twenty per cent. 
‘below the rates formerly charged 
| by the G.S.R., and “in some 
cases are so low that licensed’ 
hauliers, with much smaller over- 
head costs, say that they canndt 
compete /. ‘and are afraid that 
eventually they may be forced out 
of business.” As it. seems, the 
experiment. has not caused any 
remarkable inconvenience to. the 
average vendor or purveyor of 
goods; yet it has not been 
free of ill consequences. Men 
who formerly worked for the 
private hauliers have lost er 
employment: the company has 
been able to “take over” only 
two of them. Thete also are 
certain classes of the community 
that suffer. Do these: dis- 
advantages. outweigh the. benefits 
of the new scheme? We have 
little love’ for monopolies, which. 
almost invariably are abused ; but. 
we do not see what else the 
Governmént. could do in the 
circumstarices of to-day,. The.

It is quite beyond my 
power to remember whether I have 
ever mentioned it before in these 
columns, for it has been in my 
www for at least five or six 
ears. In ease I have done so, I 
beg the indulgence of any reader 
with a better memory than mine. 
Dublit offérs several restaurants 
which .aré distinguished by the 
little sign. meaning that they will 
supply “dún, repas de qualité qui 
laissera, nom pas son poids dans 
Pestomac,. mais Yon souvenir dans 
le coeur.” Belfast - appatently 
attracted ‘the touring gourmand 
very little; for he sums it up as 
“the austere capital of Orangeist

Cork fares a little better, for the 
Guide. refers in a note to that 
peculiarly vee delicacy, drisheen, 
and strongly caangsamame the tourist 
to sample it. .

The visitor to Ireland is given, 
as a list of national beverages, 
stout and porter, Irish whiskey and
